urg'd the Council at Ratisbonne to exert themfelves | 
on the common Caufe, and took the Liberty to fay, 
that the Dignity, the Wittue, the Prudence of his 
Eleétoral Highnefs, his Matter, were call’d to the 
Head of their Affairs in vain, if they thought fit 
to leave him naked’ ofthe 
thofe Excellencies ufefil, for the Honour and Safety 
ofthe Empire. They write from Berlin of the 13th, 
O.S. That the true Defign of General Fleming's ° 
Vifit’ to that Court was, to infinuate, that, it ‘will * 
be for the mutual Intereft of the King of Pruffia , 
and King Axgufus ‘to ‘enter into a new Alliance ; . 
but that the Minifters of Prafia ate not inclin’d to : 

We heat fromt Vienna, That his Im-" 
perial Majéfty- has: = great Satisfaction in 
their High Mightinefles having communicated ‘to’ 
him the whole that has pafs'd in the Affair of a Peace, 
Tho" there have been Practices ufed by the Acents 
of France, inall the Courts of Europe, to break the 
good Underitanding of the Allies, they have had 
no other Effect, but to make all the Members con- ; 
cernd in the Alliance, more doubtful of their Safe-~ 
ty ftom the great Offers of the Enemy. The Em-" 
pire is rouz'd by this Alarm, and the Frontiers of - 
all the French Dominions are in (anger of being. 
infulted the enfuing Campagne. Advices from all. 
Parts confirm, That it is impoffible for France to ° 
find a Way to gain fo much tedit, as to feparate 
any one Potentate of the Allies {0 far, as to hope’ 
for Safety from any Thing but the Enemies Inabili- 
ty to break his Treaties.
